DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Lady Gaga, who is a frequent visitor to 
the Hamptons, was seen traveling on the 
Hamptons Subway between Amagansett 
and East Hampton last Thursday.

LOGO CHANGED BACK 

The logo for Hamptons Subway, which was 
changed two weeks ago by the design studio 
we hired to make the change, has been changed 
back to the old logo.

TANKS A LOT 

Police responded to control crowds as a 
protest erupted in Southampton on Saturday. 
According to police spokesman Larry Hirsch, 
the protests began after two local residents 
were stopped as they were preparing to drive 
their military tanks around on a plot of town- 
owned parkland. “The two individuals are part 
of the local community of recreational military 
tank drivers,” says Hirsch, “and they are upset 
that there are no local areas for them to legally 
enjoy driving their armored vehicles around 
in.” As police were instructing the two tank 
enthusiasts to remove their tanks from public 
property, a crowd of supporters of recreational 
tank drivers—probably alerted to the situation 
via social media—appeared at the scene and 
began to aggressively resist police activities. 
According to several of the protesters, they are 
particularly upset because a recent crackdown 
on driving tanks in the environmentally 
sensitive Pine Barrens has left them with few 
places to use their expensive toys. Otto Panzer, 
who was among those arrested for obstructing 
the police, explained his position to reporters: 
“I personally own two tanks, and because of 


a few tree-huggers and nervous nellies, I have 
to lug them all the way to Pennsylvania if | 
want to ride roughshod over the landscape, 
destroying all that lives in my path. Now, 
if I've spent money on a tank, doesn’t that 
obligate my neighbors to deal with the noise 
and environmental destruction I choose to 
create?” The protest was brought under control 
by 7 p.m. 


FOR MEDICINAL PURPOSES ONLY 

On Thursday, the Hamptons Police Department 
announced plans to start its own medical 
marijuana cultivation program and dispensary. 
Police spokesman. Larry Hirsch briefed 
reporters on the new program: “The East End 
has a need for a reliable and consistent source 
of cannabis for medicinal uses, and we feel that 
we are especially suitable to become a supplier 
of this. We are currently pricing out greenhouse 
systems and expect to receive authorization 
and begin cultivation before the spring.” Hirsch 
also mentioned that the police hope to use 
their prison inmates, many of whom are quite 
familiar with the cultivation of marijuana, to do 
the grunt work on the project. In response to a 
reporter’s question, Hirsch acknowledged that 
the police already have a substantial quantity 
of marijuana in storage—the result of drug 
seizures—but he wasn’t clear if that supply 
would be tapped to get the dispensary up and 
running sooner. “We need to do more testing 
on that to determine its quality,” Hirsch stated. 
“We’ve got our guys on it.”

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A Newspaper Founded by Dan’s Papers—What the Hell Are They Doing?

ot long after I founded Dan’s Papers in the 

bedroom of my parent’s house in Montauk 
as a teenager, one of my advertisers, Bob King, 
called me up to say that if I put a newspaper 
on Block Island, he would put an ad in it. Block 
Island, although part of Rhode Island, is just 
offshore of Montauk. It was easy enough for me 
to see out there. But I’d never been there. 

King owned a charter airline’ called 
Montauk-Caribbean Airline, a name with clear 
ramifications. He’d fly the planes down for the 
winter, then up for the summer. 

“I want to expand my service to Block Island,” 
he told me, “so I flew to the airport there. Guess 
what? Block Island has no newspaper. Start a 


newspaper there, and I'll put an ad in it.” 


He also offered to fly me there for the day. 
I went. 

I took a cab from the airport to Main Street 
and counted the stores. There were 49. I 
went to New Harbor. There were half a dozen 
more there. There were a few big old hotels. 
This was not nearly enough business to support 
a newspaper. 

I did find there was a monthly newsletter 
there. It was called the “Block Island Hooter.” 
(I thought it a charming name. There’s a Block 


Island Lighthouse. Hooter did not have the 
meaning it has today.) And I met the woman 
who ran it. She said she was shutting it down. 

“Meet 10 islanders and they give you 20 
opinions,” she said. “I can’t take it anymore.” 

She did put me in touch with a woman on the 
island who she did think would be interested. 
I took a cab to her house. Her name was 
Margaret Cabell Self; she was about 70 and a 
retired Virginia horsewoman. She said she’d be 
very interested to be the editor. 

“What I would do,” I told her, “is publish six 
issues in the 12 weeks of the summer. It would 
be for the tourists. We’d print 5,000 copies 
and put them out free. But I’d need a lot of 
advertising to make it go.” 

She offered to see all 54 merchants in town. 
I told her she’d need to sell almost all of them. 
I thought this very unlikely, but frankly I had 
fallen in love with the island. I’d put the paper 
out even if it meant losing money the first 
few years. I left her a “dummy,” a hand-drawn 
12-page newspaper with a logo I had made 
with a magic marker, a map of the island | had 
drawn in the back, and blank squares where 
ads would go. 

Two days later she called me. 

“How’d you make out?” | asked. 

“I sold them.” (Cont'd on next page) 
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“The Block Island Times” became 
both respected and beloved, not 
only by Block Islanders but by 
mainland Rhode Island. 


“How many?” 

“All of them.” 

The Block Island Times came. out with its 
first issue on July 1, 1970. It had the logo I had 
drawn. It said “One of Dan’s Papers” below the 
masthead. It was a big hit. Inside were articles 
for the summer visitors and articles for the 
locals. For the rest of that summer, and for the 
next 10 summers, I published it with “Nonie,” 
as Mrs. Self was called, at the helm, and for the 
next 10 years, after Nonie retired, with Peter 
and Shirley Wood at the helm. 

Peter thought he could make “The BIT” a 
year-round newspaper, but I scoffed at the 
idea. There were maybe a thousand people on 
the island year-round. But he surprised me. By 
setting up a table in front of the post office on 
Block Island every day for a week, he sold an 
annual subscription to the paper to practically 
everybody who came in to get their mail. I think 
he got $90 out of each of them. Block Island 
would have its newspaper. 

In the years that followed, The Block Island 
Times became both respected and _ beloved, 
not only by Block Islanders but also by serious 
people on the mainland of Rhode Island and 
by people in the newspaper business in the 


Northeast. Its columns were available to all. Its 
reporters covered politics, sports, police news 
and all local issues, defending their island to 
the last. I recall a battle that went on for years 
about whether the island should either ban 
or encourage mainland motor scooter rental 
companies who had come to the island. Renters 
would get on them, having never ridden a 
scooter before, and get injured. But it was an 
effective and charming way to get around and it 
was a lucrative business. 

Eventually, the Woods urged me to sell them 
the newspaper. I wasn’t really around very 
much. There were two occasions when | flew 
over at the request of first Nonie and then the 
Woods to be part of a “meet the publisher” 
event. But few people came. 

So over the years, I just let them run it. It was 
still a tiny publication—once a week, maybe 24 
pages at the most. Finally, I agreed to sell it to 
the Woods. We settled on a price of $85,000. 

Since that sale 30 years ago, I have been 
getting copies of The Block Island Times every 
week because I founded it. I sometimes read 
the things in it, and some of it is interesting 
and some | don’t know anything about. It’s 
very well written, they still use my logo, and 
it’s nice to see that they kept my name listed 
on the masthead as having founded the paper 
in 1970. Nonie is also honored. I go to Block 
Island on occasion, most recently last summer 
for a lunch with the latest publishers, Fraser 
and Betty Lang—it was their 10th year—at a 
nearby seafood restaurant. The paper is now 
around 60 pages in the summer, largely for the 


tourists, the rest of the year about half that 
size. As I said, New Englanders love their weekly 
newspapers. Many have national reputations. 
The: Vineyard Gazette. The Cape Codder. The 
Block Island Times is one of them. : 

Last week, I learned that The Block Island 
Times was sold by the Langs to a man who has 
ties to the owner of a Las Vegas gambling casino 
operation. According to some people I know on 
the island, the rumors are that $1.5 million was 
paid for the paper, but both the Langs and the 
new owners told me it was much less than that. 
The new owner, Michael Schroeder, is also the 
owner of several other papers in Connecticut, 
the New Britain Herald and The Bristol Press 
among others. He’s owned them for about 
eight years.

Regardless of any connections with Las 
Vegas, this man, Michael Schroeder, is well 
regarded in the media business, having worked 
at Newsday and elsewhere.

The Langs told me 
they felt he would be an excellent choice to be 
their successor.

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A Second Justice Must Die 


How the Turmoil at the Supreme Court Will End and Save the Country

ith Supreme Court Justice Antonin Scalia 
dead at 79, the country has been thrown 
into turmoil. What happens if another liberal 
justice gets in? What happens if the Republican 
Congress defies the Constitution and refuses to 
consider anyone Obama proposes? Does this 
mean that the 2016 election is a matter of life 
and death? The way the candidates running 
for President are behaving—particularly the 
Republicans, constantly attacking one another 
like a pack of angry squirrels—the only way 
to avoid a year’s worth of further chaos in this 
nation is for another justice to die. 

With two justices dead, the matter can be 
settled right away. The Republicans will argue 
that both appointees be conservative. The 
Democrats will argue that both should be 
liberal. And so they can agree on one and one. 

But who will die? And how will it be done? 

We have Anthony Kennedy, a conservative, 
who is 79. One can see he’s achieved his three 
score and ten, a full life. And we have Ruth 
Bader Ginsberg, a liberal, who is 82 and the 
oldest person on the court. We have Stephen 
Breyer, a liberal who is 77. And that’s it for 
those achieving three score and ten. 

That leaves Clarence Thomas, a conservative 
and the only black justice on the court, currently 
age 67. And it leaves Sonia Sotomayor, a liberal 
who is 61, Elena Kagan, another liberal who 


is 55, and Sam A. Alito a 65 year old conservative. 
And of course there is John G. Roberts, 61, the 
Chief Justice, bless his soul. 

The court itself could hash out who goes. 
They could do it like the TV show Survivor, 
where people are voted off one by one until 
there’s just one. The winner. They could do it 
by picking straws, as terrifying as that might 
sound. A direct vote won’t work. That would 
produce 4 to 4. 

I will not suggest how the death should be 
carried out, but I will say that it should be done 
so as to not arouse suspicion. Also it should 
be done quickly and with a minimum of pain. 
There will be a stir, after all. But we'll get over 
it. Frankly, the current court shouldn't be left in 
a state of anxiety until it happens. After all, they 
have work to do, even at 4 to 4. 


THE MONTAUK DUNES HOLD 

The vicious winter storm of January 24, 
declared the fourth worst snowstorm in the 
last century, slammed the sea against the high 
sand dunes of the Army Corps of Engineers 
project protecting Montauk for 36 hours. The 
dunes, with the sandbag core inside, beat the 
storm back. 

Last week, a lawsuit opposing the project filed 
by a group of environmentalists and surfers 
was withdrawn. Kevin McAllister, president of 
the group Defend H20, which spearheaded the 
lawsuit, said in a statement “sadly, construction 


has progressed to a point where...the damage 
has already been done.” 

Many people who remember what the natural 
sand dunes looked like back before they 
got washed away by the sea during the end 
of the 20th century wonder what the “damage” 
done actually is. The new dunes look exactly 
like the old. And they work just as well. 
Deep down there is a core of sandbags. 
That’s damage? Within the last five years, 
the surf had twice risen over the top of the 
remains of the old dune to begin flooding 
downtown—and only emergency measures 
saved the community. 

All the protesting, predictions of gloom 
and doom, the blocking of construction 
equipment and the lawsuits—well meaning 
as they might have been—seem to have 
served no purpose other than to delay what 
is necessary to avoid catastrophe downtown, 
without any visible evidence that the new 
dunes are reinforced. 

Meanwhile, a 600-foot-long sand berm 
bulldozed up on Navy Beach in Montauk to 
stop Fort Pond Bay from swamping Port Royale 
on January 24 did its job. As it was just up 
temporarily and there was no time to get a 
permit, the town should go easy on Port Royale 
for not having one. The town should also 
create a swift path to getting such a permit as 
storms approach.

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things, he was employed as manager of 
News + Media Capital Group LLC, a corporation 
reported to be backed by the family of Las 
Vegas casino billionaire Sheldon Adelson. And 
herein hangs a tale. 

About two weeks before the sale of The Block 
Island Times was concluded, an unusual 1,900- 
word article appeared in two of the publications 
that Schroeder heads up in Connecticut—The 
Bristol Press and. the New Britain Herald— 
which many residents there feel were saved 
from extinction by Schroeder when he bought 
them. In this article, reporter Edward Clarkin 
wrote of the state of the Clark County Court 
system in Nevada, with special attention paid to 
one particular judge there by the name of 
Elizabeth Gonzales. 

It seemed very strange that a piece about 
something so far away would be published in 
their papers. It called attention to itself. What 
was going on? 

Steve Collins, a reporter who covered the 
City of Bristol for the The Bristol Press, resigned 
after learning this article about Las Vegas 
courts was published. In an interview with the 
Erik Wemple Blog on The Washington Post after 
his resignation, he said he knew nothing about 
this story before it ran. Other people searched 
high and low to learn who Edward Clarkin was, 
according to The Hartford Courant. Nobody 
could find anybody with that name who lived 
in Connecticut. 

Further investigation by other sources 
revealed the following.

News + Media Capital Group purchased the 
largest newspaper in Las Vegas—the Las Vegas 
Review-Journal—for $140 million. 

Adelson and his company Las Vegas Sands

the Sands operation on the island of Macau 
just off mainland China, claiming that he was 
wrongfully fired. Jacobs says he was attempting 
to break casino ties to Chinese gangland 
connections.

The judge in the case required Sands China 
to pay $250,000 for withholding documents, 
and later dressed down Adelson after he argued 
with her about not answering a question on 
the stand, noting “Sir, you don’t get to argue 
with me. You understand that?” The judge was 
Elizabeth Gonzales. 

The story made The New York Times, just 
as the sale of The Block Island Times went 
through. Someone, it seemed, was messing with 
the classic journalistic “separation of church 
and state,” the supposed division between the 
business and editorial side of a newspaper. 

The story that ran about the court system in 
Las Vegas also included quotes from several 
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people about Judge Gonzales and the Clark 
County Court System. Among them were a 
professor at Quinnipiac University School of 
Law in Connecticut and the CEO of the Michigan 
Economic Development Corporation, each of 
whom, according to The Hartford Courant, said 
they didn’t know anything about the article or 
talk to any reporter about it. 

Schroeder finally did address this issue. He 
apologized. He said that Edward Clarkin was a 
fictitious name used because reporting “came 
from multiple sources” and anonymity was 
required, and that there were lapses “in the 
level of reporting.” 

I’ve got to talk to Schroeder. I want to ask him, 
what are you doing with my newspaper? 

According to a staffer at The Block Island 
Times, Schroeder is at the editor’s office on 
Block Island every Friday to conduct a meet and 
greet and seems dedicated to doing a good job 
for Block Island. I guess this will all work out. 

And it also reminds me of a famous essay 
written by Mark Twain after he had taken over a 
newspaper in a small town in Nevada during the 
Civil War era. He, as the new publisher, stands 
up on a chair, and facing his staff for the first 
time tells them that this paper will be turning 
over a new leaf, will be doing no favors for 
anybody, will no longer write things it does not 
believe in, will write only for truth, justice and 
all the good things in America. Then he looks 
down at the staff and says this: 

“Whichever one of you gets the free opera 
tickets every week, from now on, they 
go to me.” @& _ :

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Talking with Cower Artist Michael Butler

_ Michael Butler’s quaint, 
_ subtly toned folk art Sag 
Harbor map called “The 
Great Meadow” on. this 
week’s HarborFrost issue 
could be welcomed as a 
weet harbinger of spring. 
Butler, a_ self-taught 
artist, likes the freedom 
' of painting without feeling 
restricted by any particular 
medium, subject matter or style. He does 
study, though, and that effort is evident on 
close inspection of “The Great Meadow.” He’s 
an historian, a documentarian of older Sag 
Harbor and especially of subjects not generally 
followed outside the local area, which include 
the African-American community of Eastville. 
A constant presence at the Sag Harbor 
Whaling & Historical Museum and the Eastville 
Historical Society, Butler explores their 
archives—photos. and old newspapers—to 
gain perspective. 

In the painting the Old Whalers’ Church 
looked like before the Hurricane of ’38 toppled 
the steeple. Even if the Sag Harbor-North Haven 
bridge is from a different time period from that 
of the church, and other structures span the 
18th century to the present, it’s the historical 
theme that counts, and so “representation” 
and “composites” guide Butler’s choices of 
buildings in his compositions. 


HONORING 


Butler used to feel that his work, as he 
says, “was somehow not complete or alive” 
if there were no people in it. But he asserts, 
“that is no longer the case.” (The people are 
miniscule in “The Great Meadow,” but they 
are there.) 


You’re sometimes referred to as a “naive” 
or “primitive” painter. What terms do 
you prefer? 

I like “intuitive” or “narrative” because my 
works tell stories with source material derived 
from mythology or history. There is always 
a story—real or imagined—behind each of 
my pieces. 


When did you start painting and how did you 
manage with your day jobs? 

] have a Masters in Public Administration 
from Baruch College, CUNY and went to work 
for the housing department in the city as a 
mortgage analyst, but I always loved to sketch 
and doodle in pen and ink and colored pencil. 
I still do today. I then moved into pastels, 
but could not find the level of detail that I 
needed. Then it was on to oil—too long of 
a drying time—and finally acrylic, which is 
the medium of the cover painting. [Butler’s 
twin, Martin, used to paint and though he 
no longer does, he’s invited to critique his 
brother’s work. ] 


Some years ago I was in a_ benefit 
for the  Eastville Historical Society 
at the Whaling Museum, and I have 
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been associated with the Museum ever since. 

When I came out to Sag Harbor full time in 
1988 I thought I'd paint, period, and I even 
had a gallery. But the reality was that I was 
not yet able to retire or semi-retire. | took a 
position with the Catholic Guardian Society 
working with developmentally challenged kids 
as a recreation therapist, planning projects, 
some of which included arts and crafts. Later 
on, | worked for the Town of East Hampton as 
a part-time coordinator of the Family Resource 
Center in charge of programs for kids, many 
special needs, and their families, and also as 
a full-time Senior Citizens Program Supervisor 
providing in-home services. I had 90 clients and 
a staff of six, but even then | kept painting. It 
kept my sanity going, aside from the fact that I 
loved doing it. 


Some say they detect a slight change in your 
work over the last few years. Do you? 

Not really. They say I have matured but | 
feel the same. Perhaps, though, they mean my 
use of color—it’s more subtle. In the cover 
painting, the palette is somewhat subdued, 
although I feel that the water provides a deeper 
trademark jewel tone. I'd like to start doing 
some larger canvasses. [“The Great Meadow” 
is 12” by 16”.] @&

New Sag Harbor Bird Book Worth Noting

mpire Science Resources released Terry 

Sullivan’s My Sag Harbor Notebook, A 
Conversational Survey in Poetry, Prose, Photography 
and Prints last month to an eager audience. 

Last Saturday Sullivan spoke and sang and showed 
big-screen images of the photos from his book to a 
standing-room-only crowd at Sag Harbor’s iconic 
Canio’s Books. On March 15 Sullivan will give his 
presentation and sign books at the John Jermain 
Library (in its temporary location on West Water 
Street, Sag Harbor). 

Sullivan has long been known as Sag Harbor’s 
“performing plumber.” Sag Harbor Village has 
hatched many characters but only one performing 
plumber to date. Sullivan sang alongside the late 
Pete Seeger many times, including a performance at 
Carnegie Hall in 1991 and one at Sag Harbor’s Old 
Whalers’ Church in 1993. Sullivan has also earned 
accolades as an actor and video artist. 

Since his move from SoHo to Sag Harbor in 1991, 
Sullivan often goes out to “shoot boids,” as he 
says. Full disclosure: this writer encouraged Sullivan 
to put this book together and so is listed in the 
acknowledgements. Sullivan has contributed pieces 
to Dan’s Papers over the years and has read in the 
Dan’s Papers Literary Prize for Nonfiction Salons. 

What makes this book special is Sullivan’s ‘well 
attenuated bead on the birds that populate our local 
environs. He observes them as not so much another 
species but as an integrated population, as rich 


in their storytelling traditions 
as we humans. Most especially 
the crows. As _ Sullivan 
writes, “They’re black they’re 
silver, they’re smarter than 
foxes, more. social than 
chimps, and oh eat their 
neighbor’s young.” 

What makes this book stand 
out are its many, colorful 
photographs. These include 
close-ups of a local bald eagle, 
catbird, chickadee, crows, 
dove, ducks, eagle, egrets 
flickers, goose, grackle, gulls, 
herons, merlin, ospreys, robin, 
Sparrows, swans, turkeys and 
a wren. 


To quote Sullivan’s 
Spring Song: 
“The birds went mad in the 
park today 


the sparrow the lark and 
the wren 

the birds were so glad in the park today 

It’s springtime once again!” 

What makes this book the perfect memento of 
a visit to Sag Harbor are its unique stories. Where 
else does a robin work for the CIA? Where else can 
you call a flock of turkeys from the forest into your 
lawn? As Sullivan tells it, we enjoy an “epic opera at 
the shore whose score is the constant thrumping, 


hissing and roaring of the 
waves,” here on the East End. 

Particularly memorable 
to locals will be the stories 
of the late East Hampton 
bayman_ Stuart Vorpahl’s 
boyhood pet crows. 

On Tuesday March 15 
at 7:15 p.m., Sullivan will 
read_ selections from the 
book as well as_ present 
copies of its pictures and 
drawings at the John Jermain 
Memorial Library, 34 West 
Water Street, Sag Harbor. He 
will explain how he’s captured 
these striking images with a 
basic technique you can adopt 
for your own local nature 
walks. He hopes to encourage 
generations of people to go 
birding together wherever 


they live. ga

Repurpose with a Purpose on Pike Street.

Joanne Paluck says _ that 
her husband Michael doesn’t 
understand her—but he 
thas come to respect her 
talents. Paluck is the 
creative force behind The 
Repurpose Project on Pike 
Street in Mattituck. The store 
specializes in one-of-a-kind 
creations that repurpose old 
furniture into new. 

Paluck says, “I love refinishing and recreating. 
I don’t like to throw a good thing out. A lot of 
furniture can just be adapted to a new use.” Paluck 
has been realizing her unique creations for over 
20 years. Michael, the master carpenter in the 
family, is in charge of the more technical aspects 
of the repurposing. 

Paluck says that to date their most unusual 
collaboration involved converting a church pulpit 
into a kitchen island. Michael prepped it and 
added a butcher-block top. Paluck says, “tables 
and dressers are hot,” adding that their most 
common undertaking is the conversion of dressers 
into sink vanities. The couple is also often called 
upon to make tables larger. 

Some of Paluck’s favorite pieces include a “Zen 
table” that features a sort of frozen stream of 
gravel in its top, a porch swing—made from 
two old doors and a headboard, and a mini bar

made from a sewing machine cabinet, its countertop 
includes a waterproof bucket for ice. Currently you 
can see the porch swing in the store’s window. It 
was featured in Cutchogue’s Designer Show House 
last year. 

The Repurpose Project shop also offers a number 
of novel accessories. Paluck says, “I know when 
we have customers out front because I] hear them 
laughing.” Patrons are greeted by a display of kitchen 
towels that bear adages such as “Sorry about the 
mess, but we live here” and “Maybe broccoli doesn’t 
like you either.” 

Though she works with older furniture, all 
of Paluck’s projects begin with sturdy pieces

Head to Muse in the Harbor for Dinner

f you’re in town for Sag Harbor’s annual 

HarborFrost, there’s a good chance that you’ll end 
up at Muse in the Harbor’s popular and inviting bar. 
Take the next step and make a dinner reservation. 

Locals know Muse in the Harbor’s prix fixe (aka 
“Economy Gastronomy”) backwards and forwards. 
In fact, my husband and I were out with a group 
of friends just last Thursday for a prix fixe fix. Our 
friends were quite taken with Muse’s Greek Lamb 
Meatball. It’s slow-braised and served with crumbled 
feta and a dollop of tzatziki ricotta. 

Husband and I went back Sunday evening for a 
romantic dinner. Husband started the festivities 
with a Whiskey Smash of bourbon, citrus, 
mint, simple syrup smashed together and 
topped with club soda. His Mason jar was 
emptied before | could give it a try. 

I asked our server George for a glass 
of house white and was rewarded with a 
generous pour of quaffable chardonnay 
to sip with my meal of the “Soup of 
the Moment,” tomato-spinach-feta, 
and a Bacon-n-Eggs Breakfast Salad. 
Feta is one of Chef Matthew Guiffrida’s 
favored Mediterranean ingredients, 
and one of mine. | stirred the soup’s 
feta topping right into my rich, deep 
brown soup where it became warm and 
pleasantly squeaky. 

My salad, with its poached egg, grilled

pork belly, pile of frissée and garnish of French toast 
croutons ringed with maple cider vinaigrette was a 
tasty mélange of pleasing textures. Overall it was, 
happily, more savory than sweet. 

Husband found his Shrimp-n-Grits appetizer 
reminiscent of Muse’s popular Scallop Mac-n-Cheese 
in its profound umami creaminess. I managed to 
steal a spoonful. The blackened shrimp flavor 
infuses the whole dish, and mingling that with white 
cheddar grits produces an unctuous revelation. The 
microgreens give a nice acid touch and a few corn 
kernels perfect its texture. As I write this, I’m thinking 
about how soon I can get a dish of this for myself. 

Husband followed this comfort food with 
another—Greek Chicken Piccata over tomato orzo 
with Kalamata olives, capers, feta, grilled 
artichoke hummus and shaved fennel. 
I often get this dish so I know just how 
pleasing it is on a wintry night. 

Not ones to desert dessert Husband 
ordered the Key Lime Cream Cheesecake 
and I got the Berry Trifle. | considered 
a glass of Croft Fine Ruby Port but was 
very pleased to discover that Muse offers 
Griottini’s cherry absinthe. It’s so warming 
and licorice-y without being overly sweet. 
Known as an aperitif, | quite liked it with 
dessert. Husband said that the lime gave 
a nice tartness to his rich cheesecake and
